Wrecked Soo Train Also Figured in 
a Previous Accident

Minot, N.D., Dec. 26.—Enshrouded in 
mystery is the case of an accident in 
which the Soo train No. 106 took a part 
previous to the catastrophe at Ender- 
lin. The train ran down a hand car at 
riecker, ten miles south of Minot, sev- 
eral hours before it hit the freight 
train in the yards at Enderlin and kill- 
ed James Murray, of Becker, and injur- 
ed ~Thomas Lunay, of Minot, perhaps 
fatally. It was first recorted that a 
freight engine struck them, but a later 
investigation showed that it was No. 
106. The Ward county officials are 
holding an inquest this afternoon to 
srobe the affair. The men were carry- 
ng sucplies to the car house when 
they were overtaken by the pass¢nger 
and it is reported tha engine did not 
sarrry a head light and that the men 
never knew what struck them. Mur- 
ray was dead when picked up and Lun- 
dy had both bones in his right leg brok- 
en. Hig jaw wa3 swelled and he was 
»ruised about the body.
